2. Applicant's arguments filed 28 February 2007 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive or are moot because they are directed at claim limitations that are not being entered. 
The arguments appear to be on the following grounds: 

a) The '863 Patent and the Cicognani reference require forming prior to putting the belt in the 
curing press. The instant claims 1,11, and 13 have been amended to overcome this rejection and 
"This amendment is supported in the instant specification." 

b) Claim 6 now recites "continuous loop". 

c) The argxmients over the '863 Patent (see (a) above) are incorporated by reference. 

d) There is no teaching or suggestion to form planar molds without a pre-forming step to form 
teeth. 

3. These arguments are moot because they are directed at claim amendments that are not 
being entered. Additionally, there is no citation to the specification as support for the claim 
amendments, also raising the issue of new matter.
